City: ‘No’ To Helicopter Service 


Upland will not participate in 
a proposed helicopter surveil- 
lance program proposed for 
cities in the West End, 

Upland Police Chief John Wes- 
sely said he “‘didn’t feel that the 
benefit we would derive from the 
program would justify the cost,” 

He said the program would cost 
the city $9,000 for the first year, 
but after federal funds support- 
ing the project run out in three 
years it might cost as much as 
$85,000 \ early, 

Captain Terry Jagerson of the 
San Bernardino Sheriff's Depart- 
ment said the helicopters would 
be used as patroi vehicles to 
provide observation capability 
with a reduction of crime as one 
of the primary goals, 

Jagerson said the helicopters 
would be used for narcotics and 
burglary surveillance, rescues 
searches, reporting of fires and 
emergency services such as 
blood transportation from one 
hospital to the next, 

Jagerson said a similar pro- 
gram i# now u@ed in unincor- 
porated areas of the county, 

He cited statistics which show- 
ed before the introduction of heli- 
cojters burglaries were increas- 
ing an annual rate of 6.9 per- 
cent, 

After helicopters were intro- 
duced, the burglary rate dropped 
10 percent, The statistics apply 
Similarly for robbery, auto theft 
and theft, 

Helicopters are designed to 
serve a8 a deterrent and helj 
catch lawbreakers in the act, 
Said Jagerson, 

The | pland Homeowner’ j-

The revival ia not a recent 
one and the well organized clubs 
of people that share thia special 
interest are growing in numbers 
every year, 

square dancing, like 80 many 
group activities in America that 
pre-date the latest television 
season, seems to suffer a stig- 
ma of being out-dated, even 
“‘corny,”” This appears to be 
the stiffest obstacle the local 
Square dance groups face in en- 
couraging new members, How- 
ever, all it takes to overcome 
the fear of being seen publicly 
enjoying yourself, of laughing in 
public, and worst of all meeting 
new people is to force yourself 
to turn off the tv and go out, 
actually go out to a square dance, 

Thats quite a step for some 
people, but have courage, you 
wont be alone, There are no 
less than 16 square dance clubs 
in the Pomona-Ontario area with 
Clubs locally in Monclair, La 
Verne, San Ditmas and Diamond 
Bar, 

One such club, located in Cu- 
camonga, i8 called the Ox Bow 
Squares, and like many of the 
Clubs holds a dance once a month, 
at the Central School in Cuca- 
monga, Their dancing doesn’t 
stop there, however, as all the 
clubs in the area hold dances at 
different times of the month and 
Gays of the week and club visit- 
ations are the rule rather than 
the exception, ‘*You could dance 
any night of the week,’’ said 
Gorden Baird paat president of 
the Ox Bow Squares,” all the 
Clubs are in a ten mile radius 
and between club dances, lessons 
and special parties you always 
have some place to go,”” 

All the clubs belong to one 
association that coordinates and 
inform# members on the clubs 
activities, The Cow Counties 
Hoedown Association itacompris- 
ed of 65 square dance clubs 
covering the Inland Empire, and 
high and low desert,

Lessons are started frequently

The ateps always look compli- 
cated from the side-lines but ac- 
ording to Baird ‘It’s not compli- 
cated, but it does require con 
centration, You can have fun, 
but you have to listentothecaller, 
if you don’t there’sa a mesa,”’ 
he said, 

The age groups vary aurpris- 
ingly from the thirtyish to well 
into the sixties, Kaird attrie 
butes the adult grouping to the 
fact that alot of dancing (it gets 
to be a habit he says) can be 
costly providing for baby sitters 
and such, There are teen groupe 
and pre-teen groups in the aa- 
sociation however, 

Costa are kept to a minimum 
with a nominal fee charged for 
lessons, usually no dues for club 
membership and sometimes do- 
nations collected at the door of 
a dance to cover the cost of ree 
freshmenta, 

‘*That’a another thing,’® Baird 
said, “There ta no drinking these 
Gays at a square dance, before or 
during Class or club dance, One 
of our famous quotes is ‘alle~ 
mande and alcohol don’t mix’,”’ 

Square dancing te a team of- 
fort,’’ said Baird andthe “team” 
philosophy extenda into every 
aspect of the club, When recent 
election of officers for the Ox 
Bows wae announced, the pre- 
sident, vice president, secretary 
and treasurer positions were all 
filled by man and wife teams, not 
individuals, 

‘There's more to thie than 
ust dancing,” Baird added, 
‘people want to be together #o 
we gave these dances, we also 
have picnica and other parties 
for fun,” 

There is no competition among 
dancers and among Clubs the only 
competition comes from viait- 
ations to see which club geta 
around the moat, 

Clubs make banners of felt 
mounted on wooden rode and 
bearing their name and aymbola, 
These are brought to the dances

and Dell has been calling for

Besides the regular monthly
